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School Board 
Sets Tax Rates

The Adair County School Board 
chose not to enact the maximum 
allowed property tax increase of 
four-percent at its monthly meeting 
last Thursday, instead opting to go 
with the compensating rate, which 
will keep tax revenue the same for 
2014-2015 that it was in 2013-14. 

A public hearing was held just 
prior to Thursday’s meeting to 
discuss the tax, but not a single 
citizen showed up to voice an 
opinion and the call to order and 
adjournment of the hearing were a 
mere formality. 

The tax rate last year was 50.1 
cents for every $100 of assessed 
property, and the new compensating 
rate is 50.3 cents, plus prior year 
losses, so the total tax rate will be 
50.5 cents. 

Board member Joe Payne moved to 
keep the compensating rate, the 
lowest allowed in which the district 
keeps all of its SEEK funding, Greg 
Willis seconded, and the measure 
passed 3-1, with Quinn Lasley voting 
against and Mike Harris not yet in 
attendance.

Adair Fireman Injured 
In Campbellsville

An Adair County man was critically injured last Thursday 
when he was shocked by a current of electricity jumping from a 
nearby power line. 

Tony Grider, 41, a member of both the Adair County and 
Campbellsville Fire Departments, was assisting a group of 
Campbellsville University students participating in the ALS Ice 
Bucket Challenge Thursday when the ladder truck Grider was on 
got too close to the line, sending a jolt through Grider and 22- 
year old Alex Quinn, who was also injured. 

Grider was taken by ambu¬ 
lance to Taylor County Hospital 
and then flown to the 
University of Louisville, where 
as of Wednesday he remains in 
critical condition. 

“Tony’s been my best friend 
since second grade all the way 
up to now—he’s like my 
brother,” Shannon Rowe says. 
“He’s the kind of person that’s 
done everything he can to help 
this community.”

Glens Fork Native Patents Invention

Willard Collins has spent the past several years building and perfecting a new piece of farm 
equipment, and since receiving a patent on his work, is eagerly trying to get his front- 
mounted hay rake on the market. 

Collins’ rotary rake hooks to the front-end loader of a tractor, and allows farmers to rake 
and bail hay all at once, reducing fuel costs and work hours by half. 

“My son had a farm in Russell County, and one day, raking hay, he just asked, ‘Dad is there

It’s been more than two and a half weeks since 
18-year-old Michael Brown was shot dead in 
Ferguson, Mo. Here are the facts: Brown had 
just committed a crime; he was unarmed; he was 
black; the police officer was white; protesters 
came out to Ferguson in droves, monitored by 
heavily armed officers that looked like soldiers 
ready for war; and the media has been all over this 
story from day one. Everything else is marred by 
perspective, opinion, gossip, and speculation. 

The Brown case has brought several issues to 
the forefront: The role and perception of police in 
a community, our country’s focus on race, and the 
responsibility of the media on how it should cover 
such stories. 

First of all, this incident was more of a breaking 
point than a starting point, at least from the 
perspective of the protesters in Ferguson. It’s 
clear that there’s a divide between the town’s 
police and some of its citizens. People feel mad, 
scared, and threatened by the aggression of 
Ferguson’s police, a sentiment that applies to the 
entire United States, on a broader level. This isn’t 
the first time an officer’s use of force has been 
called into question, and unfortunately, it won’t be 
the last. 

As much as I’d like to, it’s impossible to have a 
serious discussion about this issue without 
bringing up race. I won’t be the white guy that 
speaks for another race, or my own race for that 
matter, but there’s no denying that there have been 
claims of prejudice, and these claims may be 
valid, but I’m not going to focus on that validity, 
both because it’s not my place and I don’t have 
enough information on the topic, although this 
lack of information hasn’t stopped others from 
adding their two cents. The real issue is that 
citizens don’t trust their own town’s police 
officers, and this creates a dangerous paradigm 
where protection and service have been replaced 
with suspicion and contempt, from both sides. 

I think the media’s handling of the subject has 
only served to add racial tension though, because 
issues like police brutality are only being covered 
by how they relate to skin color. Dillon Taylor, 

20, was also shot and killed by police this month, 
just like Brown. The Utah man was unarmed, just 
like Brown. Taylor was white though, and the 
officer was black, and while there have been local 
protests, the incident has received only a small 
fraction of the national media attention that 
Brown’s death got and continues to get. I’ve 
heard people say that Brown’s case deserves more 
attention, and other people comment that the 
media failed by not giving equal time and 
coverage to both stories. 

My complaint though isn’t based on which story 
is most important. To me, they’re the same story: 
Unarmed man shot by police. Focusing on race 
takes the emphasis away from solving the 
problem and only magnifies the divide between 
people and police. The protesters in Utah and 
Missouri might look different, but they’re fighting 
for the same cause. 

Some people are already tired of hearing about 
all this, and it’s understandable considering the 
story has been reported on for almost three 
straight weeks, but these tragedies are more tragic 
if they’re in vain. The silver lining of the media’s 
admittedly flawed reporting can be that it leads to 
reform. Not reform in the sense that racism will 
be eliminated. That will never happen, and even 
if it did some people would still feel persecuted. 
The real reform will be more intensive training on 
how to diffuse situations instead of escalating 
them. A dead black kid or a dead white kid 
doesn’t make a story; the story is the dead kid. 
Period.

Banking In 
Early Adair 
County 



Rarely does a day pass that I’m not in contact with 
someone concerning history and genealogy of Adair 
County and/or the surrounding counties. Rarely does a day 
pass that I don’t learn a new fact—or a multitude of facts— 
about the history of this county, the people and events that 
have shaped. Most know that I am avid researcher and dig 
into piles of seemingly useless material (seemingly useless 
to some) to find a thread or a shred. Rarely am I surprised 
when I find a long-lost bit of information that will make 
someone’s day. I am surprised regularly when a fact I have 
known for decades is a new gem to someone else. 
However, I should not be surprised for every person is a 
storehouse of “trivial” knowledge that could help another 
researcher fill in a missing jig-saw puzzle piece. Looking 
Back began as an outlet for my research in 1983 and, with 
some gaps, has never ended. As long as I have a reader or 
two, the Progress continues to put up with me and our 
shared love for local history, and my arthritic fingers can 
bang out a few sentences, I shall persevere. Occasionally 
I’m taken to task by a long-time reader for dwelling on 
“ancient” history, crime, dark history and the like. My 
answer is nearly the same each time—There was so much 
of that and it is what generates more feedback and more 
questions of other, similar incidents. So, I continue on, but 
do try to sprinkle in some nice, quiet life experiences from 
time to time. The past ten days have included: 61 emails, 5 
snail mail letters, 7 phone calls, 17 face to face 
conversations. Three were trips to the woodshed, the 
others were not. A good ten days in my opinion. But this 
week, something a little different perhaps... 

There was a time in this nation when life expectancy 
was a mere fifty years. People worked hard all their lives. 
Life was hard for most, but life was generally good. There 
were rich, poor, and those in between. All wished to better 
their way of life. With better times came the likelihood of 
longer life. With tragedy came knowledge. With the Civil 
War came much new medical knowledge; surgery 
procedures improved, medications developed. Mothers and 
babies died young. Today many obstacles have been 
overcome and centenarians are not unusual. Two centuries 
ago, to live to age 100 was very unusual; a century ago 
almost a unusual. The following is a short list of a few 
Adair Countians who lived more than three score and ten, 
from the pages of the Adair County News, January-May 
1900. 

Dr. W.B. Montgomery—Last Monday night the subject 
of this note peacefully passed from death unto life. He was 
about 80 years of age, an excellent citizen, and the oldest 
practitioner of Adair County. He was a man of strong 
convictions and his opinions given much respect. He was 
the father of Hon. J.F. Montgomery, this city, and Dr.

Directions to Clifty Creek Farm: 

From Russell Springs: Take Hale’s Highway (379) south 
out of town. First road to the left after crossing the parkway 
is 3280 (Blair School Road, but the sign is gone). The farm 
is 4.8 miles on the right. Pressure-treated lattice panels at the 
gate, asphalt apron. 

From Jamestown: Left at Anna’s Garden onto 3280 
(French Valley Road). Go to stop sign at Hale’s Highway 
(379), cross over 379, go 4.8 miles, and the farm is on the 
right. 

From Columbia: Take Highway 80 E toward Russell 
Springs. Just past the 17-mile marker, fork to the right onto 
2968 (Powell Road). Powell makes a sharp right turn and 
then crosses the parkway. First left is White Oak Church 
Road, and the farm is 2.9 miles down on the left, just past the 
third bridge. 


Ulysses Montgomery, of Louisville. He was a consistent 
Christian gentle-man and was ready to meet his God. He 
lived in the vicinity of Joppa and his place will be hard to 
fill. 17 January 1900. 

Mr. Moses Medaris, an old and highly respected citizen 
of Adair County, died at his late residence, near Glenville, 
last Saturday. He was 86 years old, and was quite feeble 
several months before his death. He leaves and wife and 
four or five children. 24 January 1900. 

Moses Medaris was bom July 13, 1814, died Jan. 20, 
1900. He was married Feb. 15, 1845, to Martha Murrell, 
and to them were bom six children, three boys and three 
girls, all of whom are still living and the widow to mourn 
the loss of their father and husband. Mr. Medaris had lived 
in the Glensfork creek country for several years, and was a 
good neighbor... The writer conducted a short service at 
the home of the deceased, after which he was laid to rest in 
the Garnett graveyard... (signed) J.A. Johnson. 7 February 
1900. 

Lee Webb, of color, who was perhaps one of the oldest 
women in the state, died two miles from Columbia 
Thursday morning. She was between 110 and 120 years 
old. Her exact age could not be arrived at, but it is known 
that she was brought from Virginia to this county in 1779*. 
Her sight was good as when young at the time she was 
taken sick. 7 February 1900. [*Not likely “1779” as the 
first settlement in what is now Adair County was 1789 or 
1790-MCW] 

Mr. James Squires—Last Monday afternoon the subject 
of this sketch surrendered all earthly hopes and went to 
meet his God. He was in his 85th year and was one of the 
best and most respected citizens of this county... “Uncle 
Jim,” as he was familiarly called, lost his wife some years 
ago. He was not the father of any children, and since the 
death of Mrs. Squires, he has been kindly cared for by two 
of his wife’s nephews—H.C. And Jas. Suddarth... There are 
many surviving relatives of the deceased in the county. Dr. 
J.H. Grady, of this city, was his nephew, and Mrs. Nannie 
White and Miss Sallie Field were his nieces... Interment 
was in the family burying ground, near his late residence. 
28 February 1900. 

Mrs. Susan Thomas, an old lady, 89 years old, died at 
her home near Neatsville last Wednesday night. 7 March 
1900, Pellyton letter. 

Mrs. Mary Burton, of this city, is undoubtedly the most 
active woman in the county of her age. She will be 87 
years old her next birthday... 14 March 1900. 

One of the oldest men in this section of country is uncle 
Henry Keltner. He is about 80 years old, and he made a 
trip to Columbia one day last week horseback. 14 March 
1900, Grady ville letter. 

Mrs. Martha Medaris was bom in Adair County, 
Kentucky July 29, 1817, and died at her home, near 
Glenville, March 13, 1900. She was the daughter of John 
and Mary Murrell, who long since passed from earth to 
heaven. She was a sister of Rev. S.L. Murrell, of the 
Louisville Conference, who was for four years Presiding 
Elder of the Columbia District. She was the last of her 
father’s family, save one, Jesse Q. Murrell, once a 
merchant of this town, and now living in Fort Worth, 
Texas. He is now nearly ninety years old and is in good 
health. She was married to Moses Medaris, February 15, 
1845, who departed this life about two months since in 
hope of a blessed immortality, and she has quickly gone to 
join him on the other bright shore to part no more. She was 
converted when quite young and joined the Methodist 
church, and for nearly seventy years walked in the light of 
God’s truth... (signed) Jesse L. Murrell. 21 March 1900. 

Mr. Oscar Pile, being in his 81st year... 25 April 1900. 

Mrs. Susan Russell, mother of Mr. J.O. Russell, was 
quite sick last week, but at this writing her condition is 
greatly improved. She is perhaps the oldest lady in 
Columbia, being in her 87th year. 16 May 1900. 

Mr. James Bryant, Milltown, was in town last week and 
left a dollar with the News. Mr. Bryant is 80 years old and 
from his first vote, has never wavered in the support of the 
Democratic party. 30 May 1900. 

Uncle James O. Nelson, who is in his 90th year of age, 
passed through our place one day last week on a visit to his 
son, James Nelson, of Bliss. Uncle Jimmie is in good 
health and expressed himself as being pleased with the 
way our state affairs were settled. 30 May 1900, 
Grady ville.

But all was not lost for Adair, from a preparation and 
competition standpoint. 

“The exciting thing is we were able to put on a great 
dress rehearsal performance the night before,” Case 
explained. “We had some of the judges there with us to 
offer some perspective into the program as well as point 
out our strengths and some weaknesses of our 
performance.” 

With half of the exhibition able to be completed, as 
well as an opportunity for practice and growth for Adair, 
this year’s Mark Twain still served as a useful and 
enjoyable experience for most programs involved. 

“I’m thankful for all of the help and support from our 
community, the school administration, and especially 
our band parents and boosters,” Case said.

“Ms. Momanyi had picked up a friend, and less than 
100 yards from his residence, the accident occurred,” 
Sheriff’s Deputy Adam Cravens, who investigated the 
wreck, says. “She dropped off the shoulder in a curve, 
lost control and struck a tree. That’s when the vehicle 
overturned.”

any way to have a rake on the front of the tractor,”’ 
Collins, 88, recalls. “I went home and started on it, and 
took about a year to put it all together.” 

With his prototype complete, Collins—an Adair 
County native—tested the machine on his own farm for 
several years to make sure it would hold up. 

“The whole thing was quite a challenge, but it worked 
beautifully from the first time,” Collins says. “I started 
trying to get a patent, and that took several years for 
them to verify that nothing like this had ever been built, 
but I got the patent. Now I’m trying to get it on the 
market while I’m still living—farmers need this rake.” 

Collins acknowledges the unique circumstances 
around his project. A pastor and farmer knocking on the 
door of 90, he had no engineering background to speak 
of before developing his new rake, and credits his 
childhood in Glens Fork as his substitute for formal 
training. 

“I just built it out of whatever I had laying around to 
see if it worked,” Collins says. “I hadn’t done anything 
like that before, but I was raised on a farm so I had to 
make things work when they wouldn’t work sometimes. 
That’s about all the training I had.” 

The invention allows farmers to rake and bail at an

explains the intricacies of crappie fishing to his viewers. 
The series will debut next month in Ohio, but local viewers 
will have to wait until the show’s put online before they can 
watch. 

When the decision was made to film the pilot on Green 
River, Jones was selected to be Bailey’s first guest. 

“Once we started talking to Russ, he said that you can’t 
beat fishing on Green River Lake during the summer,” 
producer L.J. Jellison says. “Once we established that we 
were doing it here, David Jones got involved and he pretty 
much hooked us up with everything that we needed.” 

Jellison assures that even though some fishing shows are 
staged, all the content on the new program is 100-percent 
authentic, which puts pressure on the anglers to catch plenty 
of fish, because producers refuse to use crafty editing to 
deceive viewers. 

“The bottom line is you have to catch fish,” Bailey says. 
The obligation was a non-issue Thursday morning, as he and 
Jones reeled in more than 75 crappie in just a few hours, all 
while providing instruction to viewers as cameras rolled on 
an adjacent boat. 

“It’s an educational program and an entertainment 
program,” Jellison says. “Russ delivers a lot tips. The goal 
is to open the eyes of locals to what’s around us—Green 
River Lake was a great choice for that.” 

Jones believes the show can help attract visitors to the 
area. 

“I think this is a great opportunity for our community,” 
Jones says. “It’s definitely going to bring people in to see 
what Adair County has to offer.” 

What Adair County can offer, according to Bailey, is some 
of the best crappie fishing around. 

“This is one of the best crappie areas in the whole United 
States,” Bailey says. “People think you can’t catch crappie 
in the summer, but we’re showing that you can.” 

If “Brush Pile Fishing” proves to be a success, Jellison 
hopes the show finds an audience in syndication, in addition 
to its home station—NKTelco. There are plans to visit other 
lakes in the region for future episodes, but it will be hard to 
duplicate the success of the first filming, thanks to Jones 
guidance, the abundance of fish on Green River Lake, and 
the hospitality shown by the owners and staff at Holmes 
Bend Marina. 

“We have to give a big thanks to Kelly and Joey 
[Caldwell] and all the folks here at Holmes Bend,” Jellison 
says. “The cabins they put us in were great, and they’ve 
been accommodating to everything we’ve wanted to do.” 

Jones, no rookie when it comes to fishing on camera, says 
this might be the best show he’s ever filmed, and Bailey 
agrees. 

“I had filmed a few shows with David before on other 
programs,” Bailey says. “This is a bigger and better 
production though, without a doubt.”

“None,” CEO Neal Gold joked, referring to the court- 
mandated 10-cent per $100 of property tax implemented 
last year on citizens of Adair County. 

With no room for increase, and too much financial 
burden still shouldered by Westlake to decrease, the tax 
rate was unanimously voted to remain the same. 

In other news at Tuesday’s meeting, the board: 

•Heard a performance review update from Cathy 
Brockman of the risk management department. 
According to collected data, for the year ending Dec. 
2013, Westlake scored a 97.9-percent for patient 
satisfaction regarding their stay. That score is up slightly 
from the year before, and still towers over the 71- 
percent statewide average. 

CEO Gold acknowledged that the data would 
eventually be used by Centers for Medicaid/Medicare 
Service to adjust their reimbursement rates, with 
positive scores like Westlake’s yielding higher payout 
rates. 

“It’s impressive,” Chairman Grant said of the data. 
“It’s a reflection of the quality of care people can 
receive here.” 

•Heard a monthly report from CFO David Hayes. 
Hayes focused much of his time on the June 2014 data, 
which served as the end to the 2013 fiscal year. 
Oftentimes, Hayes explained, June is the month in 
which unexpected expenses, incorrect estimates or other 
financial imbalances are corrected all at once in order to 
properly end the fiscal year. 

This year was no different, as a $624,000 net gain for 


the year in May became a $1.4 million deficit in June. 

“That’s very, very, disappointing,” an exasperated 
Grant said. “Last month to this month, that’s a $2 
million swing in profit. How can anyone run a business 
like that? You can’t.” 

Hayes agreed with his concerns, citing hopes that such 
estimates are more accurate going forward and that 
government changes and regulations that lead to such 
swings willbe more predictable and less pronounced. 

Despite the negative news, the financial standing of 
the hospital did improve on the year, thanks in part to a 
$2.5 million reduction in total operating expenses which 
helped to curb a $1.8 million loss in total patient 
revenue. The net gain of $484,000 is a continuation of 
the board’s march toward financial viability. 

“Combining the last three years, we’ve had a 75- 
percent reduction in our debt,” Hayes said. “But it is 
going to take a long period of time to make this a 
profitable institution. That’s not going to happen in three 
years, or five years.” 

•Heard the Administrative Report from CEO Neal 
Gold, who opened by focusing on the progress made in 
the past few years as well. 

“Unfortunately those year-end adjustments make 
things look bad, but I want everyone to realize that we 
have made progress, and that we have $2 million more 
in the bank than we did last year,” he said. 

From there, Gold updated the board on the current 
state of Westlake’s Chapter 9 reorganization hearings. At 
the most recent hearing, the judge chose not to rule on

The district released a 
statement Wednesday 
explaining that while a 
majority of the state’s 
school districts chose the 
four-percent tax hike 
because of mandatory 
increased expenditures in 
sick leave payments and 
retirement contribution 
rates, Adair was able to 
avoid the drastic measure 
thanks to last year’s school 
consolidation and other 
fiscal changes. 

In other business at 
Thursday’s meeting: 

•Instructional supervisor 
Phyllis Curry presented the 
newly released data on 
Adair County’s ACT 
scores, sharing positive 
trends as well as needs for 
improvement. 

The district saw marked 
improvement from the 
previous year in English, 
reading, science, and 
composite scores, while 
holding steady in math. 
The composite jumped 
from 17.8 in 2013 to 18.4 
in 2014, but the district 
still lags behind the state 
average of 19.9 

“We did make gains,” 
Curry explained. “When 


you look at ACT scores, a 
half point is enough to 
celebrate and rejoice. 
We’re still not at the state 
average, but we’re making 
significant progress.” 

•The board approved 
new drug test policies, but 
elected to table a measure 
to approve advertising bids 
for the proposed testing. 

“The Kentucky School 
Board Association worked 
on those [policies] for us,” 
director of pupil personnel 
Robbie Harmon told the 
board. “It’s very similar to 
policies around us and 
around the state.” 

Under the new plan, all 
teachers, administrators, 
and staff will be tested, 
along with all middle and 
high school students that 
participate in 

extracurricular activities, 
as well as students that 
drive to school. 

There was discussion as 
to the aim of the testing, 
which Harmon explained 
would be a combination of 
punishment and treatment 
for students, and that the 
handling of employeesthat 
might test positive would 
be left to Superintendent 


Reed’s discretion. 

“It can be punitive,” 
Harmon said. “The policy 
allows us to be 
compassionate as well.” 
He said the focus for 
students would be on 
remediation and 

rehabilitation. 

Joe Payne asked about 
the potential cost, but that 
information wasn’t 

available. 

“Cost is going to be a 
factor, we know that,” 
Harmon said. “We’re 
going to have to revisit this 
policy.” 

Further steps will be 
taken at next month’s 
meeting, where potential 
costs of testing will be 
discussed as well as the 
frequency of the tests and 
the substances they will 
test for. 

The new testing policy 
passed by 4-1 vote, with 
only Greg Willis voting 
“nay.” 

•Heard the energy update 
from John Shelley. 
Shelley said that while last 
year the focus was on 
reducing energy costs, 
those numbers are in check 
now, and the new area of

•The board heard the 
maintenance report from 
David Jones. Jones

the recoupment discussions ongoing between Westlake 
and both state and federal Medicare and Medicaid. A 
hearing next Thursday hopes to provide some concrete 
figures on what is owed. 

“We will also be discussing potential purchasers of the 
hospital,” Gold said. “We are still working with several 
interested parties on a sale that would occur within the 
Chapter 9. Their willingness to purchase is going to 
depend a lot on what CMS is willing to do.” 

Because of those negotiations, Gold says progress in 
moving forward with the pain clinics has been halted. 
One potential buyer is uneasy about establishing one, 
and Gold says he doesn’t want to jeopardize a possible 
sale. 

Negotiations were also finalized with financial auditor 
Blue & Co. Gold says he was unable to establish a 
timeline for completion, but did get their out-of-pocket 
expenses capped at $500 for auditors and $6,000 for the 
audit, with the possibility that the total cost of the audit, 
not including out-of-pocket expenses, will not reach the 
$60,000 max. 

Gold also noted that he expects to have a new doctor 
under contract by Sept. 15, and is interviewing a 
pediatrician on Friday. 

•Amended the hospital’s medical bylaws to correct 
two contradicting statements regarding how often an RN 
must see a patient they have admitted. 

•Approved one initial appointment and one 
reappointment of practicing privileges at the 
recommendation of the medical staff. 

•Entered into executive session to discuss pending 
litigation against or on behalf of the hospital. No action 
was taken. 

Board member Bruce White was not present at the 
meeting. All others were in attendance.

There is just no way to 
write about anything besides 
college football this week. 

The sport is too consuming, 
too important to the tradition 
and culture of the places 
where it is played at the 
highest level—frankly, too 
perfectly flawed, to be 
overlooked. 

So as we embark on 
another year of zany offenses drawn up by socially 
backward geniuses that lurk in the dark corner of 
hundred million dollar facilities, of defenses 
bolstered by hulking juggernauts hurtling toward an 
NFL payday, and a handful of not-yet-known soon- 
to-be-stars that America will be granted full access to 
for four short months, it’s only fitting that we take an 
in-depth look at one team that will have almost no 
significant bearing on any of the sport’s headlines, 
but which we will follow more closely than any 
other. 

The 2014 Kentucky Wildcats won’t win many 
games. The 2012 and 2013 Cats won two games 
apiece, both as powerful examples of the well- 
intentioned ineptitude of the Joker Phillips era and its 
direct aftermath. While this season figures to improve 
on those dismal marks, an overhaul of a major 
college football roster is a multi-year, multi-class 
project. Performing such an overhaul in the most 
brutal conference in sports at a traditional bottom 
dweller is akin to planting a pine tree in the desert. 

But that tree is poking through the sand, somehow. 
It only stands about ankle high, and realistic fans are 
filled with a Zen-like knowing that it is more likely to 
provide shade to future generations than to this one, 
but Mark Stoops has, at the very least, uncovered the 
branches that had begun to sprout under Rich Brooks. 

At the very best, he has fundamentally changed the 
UK Football program. He is the first coach in my 
lifetime that appears to believe that Kentucky can 
compete with the elite programs of the conference 
and country on both the recruiting trail and the field. 
He understands the importance of long-term 
investments like facility and stadium upgrades. He 
has a plan for how to build both a roster and a 
program as a whole, and he seems to have 
communicated that belief and understanding to the 
university administration and boosters. 

For the first time in my 16 years of UK Football 
fanhood, everyone and everything associated with the 
program is moving in the same direction. There is a 
clear focus in recruiting, there is an identity being 
established in practice, and there is a very real belief 
among fans that, finally, the financial and 
administrative support necessary to compete at this 
maddening game is in place. 

Even still, the 2014 Wildcats won’t win many 
games. The most optimistic opinion still rooted in 
reality would likely pencil seven W’s on the schedule 
for Big Blue, and a more honest assessment yields 
four wins, with the final two matchups of the season, 
Tennessee and Louisville, serving as potential bowl- 
bound swing games. The talent has been upgraded 
significantly in less than two years, but it is still both 
short of that of the competition and incredibly early 
in its development and readiness. Real strides are 
likely to be made in 2015, with 2016 being the year 
the Cats can be expected to truly look like Mark 
Stoops envisions. 

That’s a long wait, and there is no guarantee that it 
materializes even then. But such has been the life of a 
Kentucky Football fan. There have been high points 
in my relatively short time of loving the program, 
although my early memories, the Mumme years, 
were ultimately marred by violations, and the 
fantastic 2006-2009 stretch of the Rich Brooks era 
were quickly dashed by the shortcomings of Joker 
Phillips. But, like those of you who have supported 
the program through much worse, I have hope going 
forward. 

And that’s why I’m excited. While I obviously love 
the game itself and will enjoy watching dozens of 
contests that don’t involve Kentucky, my real 
excitement and enthusiasm for the start of the college 
football season rests in an optimistic future for the 
Cats. I expect improvement this year—more 
competitive outcomes, glimpses of offensive 
brilliance, the early markings of a Stoops-esque 
defense, and our first SEC win in three seasons. 

Those are small markers, and insignificant 
milestones to traditional power programs that 
compete annually for conference and even national 
titles. But to me, to us, they’re the first steps toward 
reaching that same status, and as humbling and 
painful as they are, they have to be made. So expect 
struggles this season, expect losses, but expect them 
with an eye toward the future and a day where the 
entire state views UK Football as more than just a 
distraction until tipoff.

area for his years of service to 
the community. He’s provided 
firefighter training across the 
state, is a part-time paramedic 
with Adair County EMS, is 
active in the Adair County 
Jaycees, serves on the Board of 
Directors for Adair Search and 
Rescue, and has previously 
served on the Columbia City 
Council. 

Adair Fire Chief Terry Flatt 
says Grider’s recovery is still up 
in the air. 

“I know he’s had a few minor 


surgeries, but he’s still in critical 
condition and that’s about all 
they’re telling us at this point. A 
lot of us at the Fire Dept, have 
been rotating shifts coming up 
there, along with firemen from 
across the state—we’re trying to 
keep someone up there with him 
the whole time.” 

Fike Rowe, Flatt says that 
Grider’s desire to serve his com¬ 
munity has always been his call¬ 
ing card. 

“Tony’s a very dedicated, 
hardworking person through the 


entire community and the state 
of Kentucky,” Flatt says. “We 
wish him the best of luck and a 
speedy recovery for what looks 
like a long road ahead.” 

While many battles lie ahead 
for Grider on his road to recov¬ 
ery, Rowe urges the community 
to continue supporting him. 

“With a lot of prayers and a 
lot of faith, we hope Tony will 
be able to pull through this,” 
Rowe says. “Miracles do hap¬ 
pen and all the support has been 
greatly appreciated.” 


Campbellsville University Has Praying 
Hands Carved From 100-Year-Old Oak Tree

A 100-year-old oak tree on 
Campbellsville University’s Stapp 
Fawn is now an eight-foot, 2,000- 
3,000-pound set of praying hands. 

Rob Peterson, a Fouisville 
chainsaw artist, carved the pray¬ 
ing hands for the university. It 
will be placed outside the pergola 
between the Administration 
Building and Stapp Fawn. 

Rob Roberts, CU’s director of 
grounds and landscaping devel¬ 
opment, came up with the idea of 
the praying hands carving. The 
project has been in the works for 
several months. 

The oak tree was cut down this 
summer due to its being over 70 
percent dead, and Roberts said, “It 
was time to take it down because 
of safety issues.” The state 
Forestry Division had examined 
the tree and made that conclusion. 

Roberts found Peterson after a 
Google search for wood carvers. 

“His pictures and website just 
looked so detailed, and he was 
very helpful with ideas and sug¬ 
gestions,” Roberts said. 

Roberts said he priced this pro¬ 
ject with another artist, but “Rob’s 
ideas and price stood out, and we 
chose him.” 

Roberts said Campbellsville 
University president Michael V. 
Carter and Otto Tennant, vice 
president for finance and admini¬ 
stration, loved the idea and said to 
check out Peterson’s availability. 

“Turns out he was the right art¬ 


ist, and I do mean ‘artist’ for our 
project,” Roberts said. 

Peterson has done other relig¬ 
ious carvings such as angels and 
Jesus and has done some praying 
hands on a church mission trip in 
Honduras. This is the first time he 
has done such a large praying 
hands piece. 

He is a longtime collector of 
carvings and other artwork, and 
he decided to try out the art form 
of chainsaw carving with several 
tree stumps from the ice storm of 
2009. 

In Fouisville, you can see his 
carved fish in front of 
Middletown Christian Church and 
an eagle in the St. John Futheran 
Church courtyard. He is a juried 
artist in the Fouisville Artisans 
Guild and received a second place 
award for his “Old World Globe,” 
a scrimshaw map on an antique 
ivory cue ball. 

Peterson has worked in resi¬ 
dential construction since 1974 
and has carved many pieces of art 
and jewelry. He has done scrim¬ 
shaw on bone, antler, hom, ivory, 
fossilized mastodon, ostrich egg 
and tagua nuts. 

His artwork has been on dis¬ 
play in many states from Texas to 
Minnesota to New Hampshire to 
Florida. 

Roberts said as he was looking 
at images he saw elsewhere 
around the country and saw two 
or three praying hands and 
thought that image would be per¬ 
fect for a Christian university. 


Roberts has another project in 
mind — a Tiger, after the univer¬ 
sity’s mascot, but that project, as 
is the praying hands, is waiting on 
a donor.
